. A méeting of railroad men and citi* 
xeos of Montana was held tn Helona» 
Montana, on the 21st inst, to conaalt as 
to the expediency of extending the 
Northern PaciQc this season. The meet­ 
ing seems to hare been held at the sug­ 
gestion of the committee appointed by 
the recent meeting of bondholders, and 
with a view to reporting intelligently 
to a meeting of their principals to be 
held in New York on the 6th of May. 
There are now some thirty million 
dollars of Northern Paciñc bonds out, 
which have recently sold in the market 
low as seventeen cents on the dolllar. 
The construction of four hundred and 
fifty miles more of road will lay the 
Montana traffic at the feet of the North­ 
ern Pacific people, and give the road at 
once a paying basiness. The moment 
this is dune,the bonds now worth twen­ 
ty cents'will be appreciated ia value 
not less than fifty cents on the dollar, 
and ultimately reach par. So by the 
expenditure of fifteen million dollars, 
fifteen million^wiil be gained at once. 
This consideration alone is enough to 
cause capitalists who hold the bonds to 
bestir themselves, and see what can be 
done. So it is proposed for these men 
to advance certain sums, and for the 
stockholders to do likewise, and an at­ 
tempt is being made to enlist the Mon­ 
tana people in the enterprise. From 
present indications the movement prom­ 
ises success,* and the road may be ex­ 
tended this season. 
But there are other considerations. 
Labor is cheaper now than it has been 
for years. Iron costs only about half 
as much as formerly, and all the ele­ 
ments that enter into the construction 
of railroads, can be had at greatly re­ 
duced rates, so that fifteen million dol. 
lars now will go nearly twice as far 
as the same amonut when the pres­ 
ent line was constructed. This state of 
affairs was bronght about by the panic, 
which 
paralysed riilroad 
building 
throughout the country, leaving on the 
hands of manufactrfrers and dealers 
large stocks of Tailrogd goods. Tbeae 
facts are taken into consideration by 
those moving for construction. 
Then, too, there is # growing friend­ 
liness .to the Northern Pacific enter-' 
prise. Among capitifiists, because they 
sab that financially the road promises 
success, ftnd for last .year paid nearly 
a thousand dollars a week above expen­ 
ses; and they realize that.^V0jy dollar 
earnings wiU be nearly so mutb gained, 
because the prbporCionite ei^pense on 
increased business will hé íárjgély re­ 
duced. Among the people, beoahsé it is 
known that ainco the adjoarmneiit. of 
Congress, and the supposed failure of 
the rival Pacific llses, the ifnion and 
Central Pacifies have nearly doubled 
their ipassengcr and ; freight rates, and 
are now doing a business that would 
nearly sustain two lines, while anew 
line would 
naturally increase 
the 
through b08ine8a,.he8ides building up 
payiog local traf^t The people are not 
friendly to mdifrpoUes, núd desire to 
head off, or see headed off, the growing 
tehdeney toward inonopolj on the part 
of the Union Pacific. 
The recent appointment of Geo. Cass 
as Ueciver, is intended to facilitate this 
movement. It places thp management 
of the road permanently in the bands of 
one of the most practical, and at the 
same time most upright railroad men in 
the country. No clique of wreckers, so 
long as the road is managed honestly, 
can throw it into bankruptcy, and fur­ 
ther depreciate its bonds and property, 
and destroy its prospects. No ring of 
directors can lay plans to rob it of its 
substance, by jobbing through their 
friends, or throng^ extrsvagant man­ 
agement. Had Gcp. Cass managed the 
road from the beginning,its misfortunes 
would never have come upon it, and at 
least ten million dollars wouldhave been 
saved in.the construction of that por- 
tiun already biiilt. Ño good could come 
to any one from pointing out the items 
which go to make up this loss. 
They 
are apparent to any keen observer, and 
aré well knotrn to those interested in' 
the enterprise. 
With the election of Gen. Cass to th«

T H E C I T Y a O V E R N M E H T . 
If our people do not now realize that 
the city government :s an expensive el­ 
ephant, they are in a fair way to real­ 
ize it. The first two months of its or 
ganization cost our people upwards o 
$800, and we do not see that ther are 
any wiser, better or happier. We do 
not see that society is any better regu 
lated or the public any better protected 
And yet a debt of $800 has already been 
accumulated—a debt that must be met 
sooner or later by taxation, or by funds 
raised from other sources. 
It should be the care of the new coun 
cil to not unnecessarily increase tfiia 
debt, and for the honor qf the city they 
should make some provision for its pay 
ment. 
By a wise provision in the charter 
the tax for city piirpo-Ses cannot exceed 
four mills on the dollar. This being the 
case the entire tax levy will no m< 
than meet thé debt al;roády. contracted. 
Some other provision must then; be 
made. This can only be done by a ju­ 
dicious system of licences. But these 
should not be made an unnecessary bur­ 
den, and should be levied solely with 
view to the cancellation of our debt 
and the payment of necessary expenses. 
There is no roaison why liquor dealers 
should be charged $25 and^SO in addt 
tion to the county and United States H 
censes now required. There is no rea 
son why a water caf e should pay a tax 
of $25, an omnibus or baqk^$|5j or.\^ 
dray IÍ12.60 tq $25. If tf^.s sucfi as 
these are required people will soon for­ 
get that they li re in a free country; and 
yet because we have the¡eity gp.yerhmeut 
its expenses must in aqme way be pfq- 
vided lor, but keen discretion Is requir­ 
ed in determining the manner. . 
The proposition to tax doga adems to 
be a good one, but the qbjectiqn; rai^d 
by Aldermen Winston and others sbq*d 
be met by an amendment striking- but 
or modifying the clause alibif-iog do^ 
which bark to be killed indiscriminate- 
Ij. Those who pay a licenao on their 
dogs should be protected, unless the an­ 
imals áre vicious, in which case they 
Ought not to be allowed to run it large 
under any cirenmstanoes. 
Since the above was in type the coun­ 
cil determined,to largely reduce the li­ 
censes complained of. The license and 
other ordiuances will be published next 
week. 


T H E P E M B IH A r i e l . 
The Pembina bill failed last winter 
only for want of timé. It was near ^ o 
foot of the calender, and at no -time 
conld it be called up, without a.suspen­ 
sion of the rules, requiring a two-thirds 
vote. Senators Boreman and Ramsey 
both made repeated efforts to call up 
the bill, urging that it was a measure 
against which there was no objeotíoñ, 
and which would requirobut alewmin 
utes to dispose of.
